ENGINEERS'  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUNAPEE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

January  1  to  December  31,  1963 


In  1963  the  Fire  Department  answered  a  total  of  27 
alarms  of  which  25  were  in  the  town  of  Sunapee.  The  heavi- 
est loss  occured  in  the  fire  at  Alexander's  Mill  on  September 
15.  A  far  larger  share  of  our  appropriation  was  used  for 
forest  fire  suppression  than  usual. 

Our  equipment  is  in  good  condition  but  the  town  should 
be  anticipating  the  purchase  of  a  new  truck  no  later  than 
1968  to  replace  Engine  2  which  will  be  twenty  years  old 
at  that  time  . 

The  bell  alarm  system  is,  and  has  been,  causing  us  some 
concern.  It  is  apparently  in  the  vicinity  of  sixty  years  old  and 
is  taking  more  and  more  time  and  effort  to  keep  it  in  oper- 
ation. Our  red  alert  system  now  contains  eight  telephones 
and  may  be  reached  in  any  emergency  by  dialing  763-5555.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  great- 
est forest  fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty 
years.  The  continued  drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens, 
as  never  before,  the  potential  threat  of  destructive  fires 
to  their  beautiful  and  valuable  forests,  homes  and  liveli- 
hood. In  true  American  tradition  of  meeting  a  common 
threat  by  volunteer  effort,  this  fire  danger  was  minimized 
by  active  prevention,  patrol  and  a  relinquishing  of  personnal 
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rights  for  the  common  good.  It  was  the  greatest  demonstra- 
tion of  public  cooperation  ever  experienced  by  those  re- 
sponsible for  local  and  state  fire  control.  The  ready  forces 
of  volunteer  fire  services  kept  the  losses  low.  For  their 
effort  and  public  response  the  general  fire  service  expresses 
its  heartfelt  thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad 
fire  years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of 
our  public  conscience  —  a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness 
with  fire  causes  too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn 
within  the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place.  Burn 
late  in  the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or  on  rainy 
or  damp  days.  Check  your  fire  and  if  winds  develop  ex- 
tinguish it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  —  it's  safer. 
A  neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make  this 
a  year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your  sur- 
roundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern. 
Keep  matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect 
fire  and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Let's  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep  New 
Hampshire  Green'"  and  growing  in  1964.

This  year  all  of  our  books  have  been  refiled  and  a  great 
many  have  been  recataloged  and  cross  indexed  to  facilitate 
location  of  material.

This  was  voted  and  the  first 
quarterly  meeting  was  held  November  7th  with  Shirley 
Barker  a  State  Library  Consultant  and  well  known  New 
Hampshire  author  as  the  speaker.  The  Friends  first  propeet 
was  to  raise  monev  for  shades  for  the  Library.  The  shades 
have  been  ordered  and  will  be  installed  soon  and  we  will 
then  be  able  to  have  movie  programs.

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REPORT  OF  SUNAPEE  PLANNING  BOARD 


1963  was  a  year  of  considerable  accomplishment  and  a 
reason  for  being  for  your  planning  board. 

After  the  generous  gift  of  William  T.  Baird,  which  made 
it  possible  for  the  Town  to  acquire  the  old  mill  property, 
your  board  suggested  and  sponsored  Article  if  21  in  the  1963 
town  warrant  "to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $2,000.00 
to  assist  in  the  demolition  of  the  old  mill  buildings  and  im- 
provement of  the  same."  Obviously,  this  sum  would  not  be 
sufficient  to  accomplish  all  that  we  hoped  to  do,  and  inas- 
much as  the  Town  could  not  appeal  for  gifts  itself  to  sup- 
plement this  money  voted,  the  Sunapee  Improvement  So- 
ciety was  founded  for  this  purpose.  The  members  of  the 
society  are  composed  of  the  Planning  Board  members  plus 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Society  sought  and  received  gifts  to  the  Town  in  the 
amount  of  $4,753.50.  The  Selectmen  advertised  for  bids  and 
let  the  contract  for  the  work  done  to  date. 

The  result  is  well  known  to  you  all.  Four  old  buildings

including  the  boiler  room  have  been  removed,  rough  grad- 
ing has  been  done,  and  a  parking  space  has  been  created  on 
the  boiler  room  site.  Funds  available  for  this  work  were 
$6,753.50  ($2,000.00  Town  vote  plus  $4,753.50  in  gifts  re- 
ceived). Bills  for  this  accomplishment  amounted  to  $6,499.16 
leaving  a  balance  in  this  account  at  the  year's  end  of  $254.34. 

In  order  to  leave  no  stone  unturned,  your  Board  held 
meetings  at  various  times  to  inquire  into  the  advisability  of 
the  Town  seeking  Federal  aid  under  the  Urban  Renewal 
Act.  It  was  the  final  consensus  of  opinion  that  our  town  and 
our  project  was  too  small  to  make  it  practical  for  us  to  set 
up  the  machinery  to  qualify  for  such  help.  Shelved,  tem- 
porarily at  least,  it  was  voted  to  seek  $5,000.00,  by  an  article 
in  the  1964  warrant,  to  assist  with  the  project.  The  Improve- 
ment Society  hopes  to  add  to  this  sum  by  additional  gifts 
to  the  Town. 

Further,  on  three  occasions  the  Board  held  conferences 
with  Sidney  Shurcliff  of  Shurcliff  &  Merrill,  planning  con- 
sultants and  landscape  engineers.  This  again,  was  through 
the  generosity  of  William  T.  Baird.  These  conferences  cul- 
minated in  a  public  meeting  held  at  the  Sunapee  Central

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School  to  discuss  "A  Master  Plan  for  Sunapee."  Encourag- 
ingly, nearly  one  hundred  citizens  of  the  town  turned  out 
to  hear  Mr.  Shurcliff's  address,  after  which  a  question  and 
answer  period  was  held.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sunapee: 

Enrollment 

The  enrollment  for  the  school  year  1963-64  is  268 — di- 
dived  as  follows: 

Elementary  (Grades  1-6)  —  144 
Junior  High  (Grades  7-8)  —  44 
Senior  High  (Grades  9-12)      —    80 

We  are  endeavoring  to  offer  a  variety  of  curricula  (Ac- 
ademic, Industrial  Arts,  Home  Economics,  and  modified 
Commercial)  for  a  high  school  of  80  students.  With  such  a 
large  number  of  courses  and  such  a  small  number  of  stu- 
dents, many  of  the  classes  are  very  small.  In  fact,  17  courses 
have  enrollments  of  10  or  less  students — and  7  of  these  17 
courses  have  5  or  less  students.  The  mathematics  instructor 
handles  a  total  of  35  students  in  five  classes. 

Reasonable  class  size  is  both  desirable  and  necessary  for 
effective  instruction,  However,  extremely  small  classes  may 
cause  a  disadvantage  to  some  students  when  they  come  into 
college  competition  as  well  as  to  produce  a  very  high  per- 
pupil  cost  when  a  teacher  works  with  five  or  ten  students 
per  class  instead  of  fifteen  or  twenty. 

Music  Instruction 

It  has  been  possible  to  provide  instruction  on  musical 
instruments  this  year.  Last  fall  the  services  of  Mr.  Frank 
Stone,  an  experienced  music  teacher,  were  secured  on  a 
one-day-per-week  basis.  The  response  has  been  good  and 
plans  call  for  the  continuance  of  the  program  next  year. 

Staff 

There  were  four  changes  in  personnel — one  at  the  high 
school  level  and  three  at  the  elementary.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  D. 
Colcord  gave  up  her  teaching  duties  after  more  than  twenty 
years  of  faithful  service  to  Sunapee  Schools.  Mr.  Romeo 
Morin  left  to  accept  a  year-long  Fellowship  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wisconsin  in  guidance  counseling. 

A  very  high  percentage  of  staff  members  took  summer 
school  work,  and  an  even  larger  number  have   indicated 
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their  intention  to  take  courses  this  year.  This  indicates 
both  a  high  level  of  professional  interest  as  well  as  a  desire 
to  keep  abreast  of  current  developments  in  the  fast-changing 
educational  field. 

1964-65  Budget 

Special  items  include  renovating  the  Principal's  office 
to  provide  a  private  as  well  as  a  general  office  area,  erect- 
ing a  small  partition  to  close  off  an  entrance  area  from  the 
Main  Corridor  into  the  Library,  and  increasing  the  amount 
of  shelving  in  the  Library. 

Funds  for  an  additional  high  school  staff  member  are  in- 
cluded. Plans  call  for  relieving  the  Assistant  Principal  of 
some  teaching  duties  so  that  he  can  spend  some  time  in 
guidance  activities. 

Sale  of  Land 

A  Special  Article  calls  for  the  sale  of  land  owned  by  the 
School  District  at  the  corner  of  Main  Street  and  Route  11 — 
adjacent  to  the  parking  area  of  the  Gym- Auditorium.  If  the 
sale  is  approved,  the  Newport  Savings  Bank  and  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Newport  intend  to  erect  a  building  on  the 
property  to  be  used  for  banking  purposes. 

If  this  land  sale  is  approved,  another  Special  Article 
calls  for  placing  the  proceeds  of  $9,600.00  in  a  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  to  be  used  at  some  future  date  for  school  purposes. 
(Authorization  of  the  District  would  be  required  for  any 
specific  use  of  this  money.)

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REPORT  OF  TEACHER  CONSULTANT 


A  Planned  Program  of  Testing  in  general  ability  and 
achievement  continues  as  an  important  process  of  evalua- 
tion at  all  elementary  levels.  This  program  includes  (1) 
general  ability  testing  at  intervals  of  grades  1,  4,  6,  and  8; 
(2)  general  achievement  at  all  elementary  levels;  and  (3) 
individual  testing  for  gathering  additional  information  when 
requested  by  teachers,  principal,  or  parents.  The  real  sig- 
nificance of  the  program,  however,  lies  in  the  uses  of  these 
results  which  include: 

1.  An  attempt  to  note  significant  pupil  performance  in 
achievement  as  related  to  general  ability.  A  referral  to 
other  agencies  is  made  when  these  results  indicate  the  need 
for  further  diagnosis  and  follow-up. 

2.  A  provision  for  noting  pupil  growth  from  grade  to 
grade  in  the  major  areas  of  reading,  language  usage,  spell- 
ing, arithmetic,  and  study  skills. 

3.  A  provision  for  analyzing  pupil  responses  to  note 
those  items  in  need  of  further  teaching  or  re-teaching.  This 
is  perhaps  the  most  important  classroom  use  of  these  results. 

Mathematics  continues  to  receive  major  attention  in  the 
curriculum..  Following  a  series  of  steps  aimed  at  helping 
teachers  become  better  acquainted  with  the  newer  approach- 
es in  this  field,  including  a  series  of  in-service  training  films, 
our  program  will  be  extended  throughout  all  elementary 
grades.  This  should  provide  for  more  effective  continuity. 

A  Summer  School  Program  for  elementary  grade  chil- 
dren throughout  the  supervisory  union  was  initiated  during 
the  past  summer.  The  READING  program  of  twenty  60- 
minute  lessons  for  nearly  70  youngsters  (by  voluntary  en- 
rollment) from  grades  1  to  6  was  aimed  at  giving  some  at- 
tention to  various  reading  skills,  providing  extra  practice 
and  encouragement  in  small  class  settings  over  a  four-week 
period.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  the  summer  school  pro- 
gram will  be  expanded  to  include  classes  in  mathematics. 

A  Reading  Workshop  for  Teachers  was  offered  during 
the  summer  through  the  extension  service  of  Keene  State 
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College.  This  three-week  session  provided  teachers  with  a 
review  of  new  materials  and  techniques  in  the  teaching  of 
reading  in  the  elementary  school. 

Safety  Education  through  materials  from  the  Child 
Safety  Council  continues  with  emphasis  on  accident  pre- 
vention, particularly  as  a  responsibility  of  the  home. 
Through  the  cooperation  of  local  law  enforcement  officers, 
Child  Safety  Manuals  and  other  related  materials  are  dis- 
tributed to  youngsters  at  appropriate  grade  levels,  primarily 
for  home  use  in  developing  a  safety-conscious  community. 
These  materials  are  made  available  largely  through  contri- 
butions from  many  local  professional  and  business  estab- 
lishments. 

Educational  Television  is  used  as  another  aid  to  teaching 
in  the  field  of  natural  sciences  for  grade  5,  physical  sciences 
in  grade  6  (New  London),  in  the  study  of  New  Hampshire, 
Grade  4,  and  in  art  for  those  telecasts  deemed  appropriate 
by  the  art  instructor. 

Adult  Education  continues  to  be  a  successful  and  de- 
sirable aspect  of  the  total  educational  picture.  Operating  on 
a  self-supporting  basis  under  the  Newport  Adult  Education 
Program,  enrollment  has  come  from  many  interested  citi- 
zens in  many  surrounding  districts.  This  year's  course  of- 
ferings included  two  classes  in  oil  painting,  one  class  in 
bookkeeping,  and  one  on  woodworking. 

Child  Guidance  Services  are  available  for  assistance  in 
the  solution  of  pupil  learning  problems — particularly  those 
stemming  from  emotional  disturbances.  The  New  Hampshire 
Child  Guidance  Clinic  in  Concord,  the  Claremont  Child  Gui- 
dance Clinic,  and  the  Hitchcock  Clinic  in  Hanover  have  all 
been  sources  of  considerable  help  to  us. 

I  wish  to  express  grateful  acknowledgement  of  the  con- 
tinued support,  encouragement,  and  guidance  of  many  peo- 
ple within  the  school  system  and  throughout  the  community 
in  the  sharing  of  these  varied  services  and  responsibilities.

Articles  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5  of  this  Warrant 
covering  the  election  of  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Mem- 
ber of  the  School  Board,  and  Auditors  will  be  acted  upon 
at  9  o'clock  a.m.  and  voting  will  be  by  official  ballot  and 
check  lists  and  the  polls  will  remain  open  for  this  purpose 
from  9  o'clock  a.m.  until  7  o'clock  p.m.

Article  4.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board 
for  the  ensuing  three  years.

To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $178,120.95,  as  recommended  by  the  School 
Board  in  its  annual  report,  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  District  Officers,  and  for  the  payment  of  the 
statutory  obligations  of  the  District;  and  to  authorize  the 
application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  state  sources,  together  with 
other  income  estimated  at  $10,112.00,  the  School  Board  to 
certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated 
revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised 
by  taxes  by  the  Town.
